NEW GOLD FIELDS. 


Excitem ent Mear E nsenada, Low er

Reports have reached the city during 
the past few days of the discovery of rich 
gold mines in Lower California and yes­ 
terday afternoon a H e r a l d man had the 
good fortune to stumble on a gentleman 
just returned from the scene of the new 
fields. The mines are situated in the 
Zaragossa district thirty miles east of 
Ensenada, and are of free gold, which is 
easily worked.

this city a few minntes later as follows: 
I t becomes m y painful duty to announce to 
th e officers end to th e em ployees of th e South­ 
e rn Pacific Company th e death of th e Becond 
V lee-Preeident, C harles Crocker, w hich oc- 
ea rre d at th e Hotel Del Monte at 3:25 this after­ 
noon,and as a m ark of respect to th e m em ory of 
e a e of th e foundersof this great property whose 
Ufe has been devoted to its interests from the 
beginning. it la ordered that th e flags be dis­ 
played on th e steam ers and the principal bnild- 
imgs of th e Company un til after th e funeral 
sh all have taken place, a t the hoar of w hich all 
th e C om pany’s business not Inconsistent with 
th e public dem ands w ill be suspended."

In accordance with this, the fiag was at 
once run up at the mast-head near the 
yoond-house, and created a good deal of 
attention, the railroad men flocking at 
once to the office to ascertain who was 
dead. The event was not unexpected, 
aa the telegraphic dispatches published 
In yesterday morning’s papers indicated 
that the end was near at hand. 
A BIOGRAPHICAL BKETCn. 
Charles Crocker was born at Troy, N. 
Y ., on the 16th day of September, 1822. 
Of his parents and early career very 
little is known, his history commencing 
a t the time when he landed in California. 
That was during the mining excitement 
of ’49, and Crocker proceeded to Sacra­ 
mento, the headquarters for the encamp­ 
ments that were scattered in the country 
about. Although only 27 years of age he 
gave evidence of that business sagacity 
which distinguished his after years, for 
in spite of the fabulous fortunes that 
were being made in the gold fields he saw 
th at the best way to get rich was to 
mm sin in the town and supply the many 
wants of the miners. 
With that end in 
view he opened a small dry-goods shanty 
on J street between Eighth and Ninth, 
and devoted all his energies to that busi­ 
ness. Those who knew him in those 
days describe him as a bustling, indus­ 
trious young man, who in spite of the ex­ 
travagance of those by whom he was sur­ 
rounded, always kept in view the worth 
of a dollar. As his business increased so 
did his methods for accumulating riches, 
and he put on the road a number of sup­ 
ply wagons, which visited the mining 
camps and peddled their wares. 
His 
■tock-in-trade having increased very con­ 
siderably ,Crocker built a large store on the 
site of his former premisea^and shortly 
after this he entered into negotiation's 
with the firm of Huntington, "Hopkins & 
Co., for the construction of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. The story of this co­ 
lossal venture has been often told and 
the plucky manner in which its projec­ 
tors crossed the Sierras, surmounting 
difficulties greater than Napoleon met 
with in his passage of the Alps, can never 
be

highly 
lauded. 
In

was 
appointed Gen­ 
eral 
Superintendent 
of 
the 
road 
and on the formation of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company of Kentucky in August, 
1884, he became its Second Vice-Presi- 
deul. He led an active life throughout 
the times when the company needed 
plnck and energy to pull it through, but 
of late years, since the accumulation of 
his vast fortune, he resigned most of 
hia business cares to his son, Col. Charles 
F .

Mr. Crocker liad a host 
of friends throughout

Major Bonebrake called attention to 
the section in relation to the salaries of 
officers.

A W a n of Note G o n e . 
The death of Charles Crocker is a quite 
notable event. H e was a man of mark 
in many respects, and his native abilities 
were unquestionably of the first order. 
Beginning life at the foot of the ladder, 
with nothing to rely upon but a stout 
heart and a buoyant American energy, 
be discounted in his career the fascinat­ 
ing story told by Dumas of his ideal 
Monte Cristo. 
His career had all the 
dazzle of the life-narratives of John 
Law, Sir Morton Peto and Pereire, with 
none of their instability. In our notice of 
th e death of this remarkable man, we 
•hall take no account of the controversies 
yliich the corporations with which he was 
identified have had with the people 
of California, or with the Govern­ 
m ent of the United States. 
In those 
issues this journal has always taken 
w hat it believes to be the side of the 
people. 
But 
the fact rem ains that 
Charles Crocker and his associates w ere 
the originators of 
the most colossal 
schemes of development ever recorded 
of any people, making other gigantic 
projects feasible. 
Admitting that, in 
carrying them out, they received the 
subsidy of the Government of the United 
States, that their great trust may not 
have been administered as it should 
have been in all respects, they were nev­ 
ertheless the instrum ents in erecting an 
empire on the Pacific Coast and in creat­ 
ing conditions of agriculture, horticulture 
an d general business which have enabled 
th e people of this Coast to tide over the 
decline of our mining interests. There 
are a hundred things which the Messrs. 
Huntington, 
Stanford, 
Crocker 
and 
Hopkins 
m ight 
have 
done 
which 
they 
failed 
to 
do, 
and 
they 
have done many other thiDgs which 
jre should not have counseled. 
But the 
im pulses of personal ownership of a vast 
property are not always responsive to 
th e nicest suggestions of public spirit. It 
is natural for man to err on the side of 
aelf-interest, and we are now seeking to 
dind oat what was good in the late 
Charles Crocker, and the research is re­ 
warded by much that was genuine gold. 
H e possessed an overmastering energy 
a spirit of enterprise without bounds, a 
specially gay and amiable temperam ent 
and a dauntless plnck and will-power 
that, were always equal to any occasion 
however perilous. There was a fine 
generous strain in the m an and a splen­ 
did fiber of fidelity to his business obli­ 
gations and friendships. Years ago, when 
the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
aold its Mojave branch to the Atchison 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway, when the 
purchase of the Galveston, Harrisburgh 
and San Antonio Railway and the Mor­ 
gan line of steamers and the general de­ 
pression in railway securities had em­ 
barrassed Mr. Huntington in New York, 
Charles Crocker drained the Coast of 
ready cash to sustain bis partner, and 
not only enabled him to pull through but 
to emerge in a few months with enorm­ 
ous profits. In the early days of the 
Central Pacific projects no m an had a 
louder laugh, a more cheering individu­ 
ality, or a more unflagging zeal and hope 
«han Charles Crocker. 
H e always had 
Donfidence in the projects with which he 
was 
identified, 
and 
he 
is 
under- 
atood 
to 
have been 
the 
heaviest 
owner in 
the 
Southern-Central Pa­ 
cific Railway 
systems. 
H e 
leaves 
a num ber of sons, amongst them Colonel 
C. F. Crocker, who has been trained 
from youth to a knowledge of the great 
xeaponsibilities which will devolve upon 
him , and who is said to inherit his 
lather's genius for affairs. In the shadow 
by th e grave m any of the dead mag­ 
n ate’s m ost inveterate enemies will be 
ready to acknowledge his m any sterling 
points of character. 
He waa probably 


o n e o f th e half-dozen richest men of the 
world, all his investments having been 
characterized by marked sagacity. In

Facta A bout th e G row th of 
Irosa la t e r a ls . 
The outcry raised concerning a perfect­ 
ly justifiable reduction made by the Mills 
bill in th e tariff which we inherit from 
the war is illogical and absurd. 
In 1856 
John Shoenberger, at that time the 
heaviest iron manufacturer of Pittsburgh, 
Penn., wrote a pam phlet to |&ove that 
the iron men needed very little protec­ 
tion. Since then the iron barons have 
waxed enormously wealthy, while the 
worker in iron under a high tariff re­ 
m ains as poor as he ever was. 
The Mills bill does justice to our iron 
and steel interests, and leaves them with 
a high protective duty—one amply suffi­ 
cient to guarantee them stability and 
prosperity. 
Surely our iron m anu­ 
factures are no longer an infant industry ? 
Mr. J. Q. Smith has w ritten a pam phlet 
abont our iron development. 
H e has 
discovered that the manufacture of iron 
began in this country more than 230 
years ago. 
There was no tariff for near­ 
ly 150 years. 
English iron and iron 
goods were adm itted without distinction. 
But notwithstanding, the manufacture 
of iron grew so rapidly that as early as 
1718 Americans began to export pig iron 
to England. 
In 1732 they began to ex­ 
port bar iron, and continued exporting 
both pig and bar iron to England down 
nntil the Revolution. They did this 
notwithstanding they had to pay, prior 
to 1750, a duty to England on the 
iron they 
exported 
of 
3s. 
*>d. a 
ton. This duty was repealed by Par­ 
liam ent in 1750. 
But the proposition to 
repeal the duty was m et by a storm of 
opposition from the iron manufacturers of 
England. They declared they would be 
ruined if they had to compete with 
American makers of iron. 
They repre­ 
sented that English and Welsh furnaces 
would have to be closed, and “ a great 
number of our families reduced to beg­ 
gary.” 
But our people had made such 
progress in the manufacture of superior 
edge 
tools, augurs, scythes, shovels, 
nails, muskets, etc., that in 1750, Parlia­ 
m ent passed a law absolutely prohibiting 
the erection in the Colonies of any slit­ 
ting or rolling mills, plating forges or 
steel furnaces. 
They were still willing 
to let us make pig iron, but feared our 
competition in the higher branches of 
manufacture. 
The export of American 
iron to England continued to grow until 
in 1771 it am ounted to 5,303 tons. Is 
not this a strange story? Under free 
trade—nay, w ith a considerable duty 
against them —the iron makers of the 
scattered, thin, weak American Colonies 
were able to compete more than 150 
years ago with English manufacturers 
and pay a tariff duty in their own m ar­ 
kets. 
Down till 1780 there was no tariff in 
this country on iron. 
“ Our manufacture 
was exposed to the full force of British 
competition,” but it made “ very great 
and rapid progress.” 
Before the adop­ 
tion of the Constitution, and before any 
tariff law was passed, steel began to be 
manufactured. 
One furnace in Penn­ 
sylvania was producing 230 tons a year. 
The first tariff law imposed a duty on 
bar, bolt and pig iron of 7‘¿ per cent. 
It 
was afterwards increased to 15 per cent. 
Under this low tariff, the manufacture of 
iron greatly 
and 
rapidly 
increased. 
‘Twenty-one new furnaces were built in 
Pennsylvania alone between 1790 and 
1800. Between 1794 and 1802 the iron 
manufacture of New Jersey more than 
doubled.” 
In 1810, the Secretary of the Treasury 
—Albert Gallatin—declared 
that our 
iron manufacture was “ firmly estab­ 
lished.” We were making 53,900 tons of 
iron, and importing 9000 tons. We were 
making 917 tons of steel and importing 
550 tons only. 
In the eight years following the passage 
of the low tariff of 1833 onr iron produc­ 
tion increased 73W per cent. 
In 1832 
we consumed 274,000 tons, of which we 
imported only 27 per cent. 
In 1840 we 
consumed 414,163 tons, of which we im ­ 
ported only 16 per cent. According to 
the census reports, in the ten years be­ 
tween 1850 and 1860 onr iron production 
increased from 564,000 tons to 978,000 
tons, or 76 per cent. 
This brief sketch of the growth of iron 
manufacture surely proves that the whole 
idea that it needs coddling and aiding at 
the expense of all other interests and all 
other kinds of labor is a delusion and an 
imposition. It has no doubt grown un­ 
der protection, but it has grown also with 
great rapidity under low tariff and under 
no tariff at all. 
The Mills bill in no sense menaces the 
worker in iron. W hat is there to dread 
in a reduction in steel rails, for instance, 
from $17 to $10 a ton? It is not greater 
than the Republicans themselves were 
willing to consent to in 1883, and the 
same is true of the whole metal list, ex­ 
cept tin, of which there is only one mine 
in the United States, owned by a half 
dozen persons, being worked, and a few 
others to which the principle of the 
greatest good to the greatest num ber has 
been applied. 
This whole howl is hollow and baseless. 
It fools no sensible wage-earner. 


S t a t esm a n and editor De Young, of the 
San Francisco Chronicle, has a hard thing 
of it to make people accept his crow-eat­ 
ing performances. 
At Chicago he said 
that Harrison could not be elected be­ 
cause of the opposition of the Labor vote. 
He never said a truer thing in his life, as 
the following telegram from Indianapolis 
to the New York Sun shows. 
Indiana is 
indubitably 
lost to H arrison, as this 
true account among other things, dem­ 
onstrates :

It assumes that the pros­ 
perity of the country is not due to the 
high taxes in the form of an immoderate 
tariff but to the superior skill, enterprise, 
thrift and energy of the people. By free­ 
ing lum ber it cheapens houses for the 
farmers. 
By freeing salt it supplies 
cheaply a universal necessity and dis­ 
turbs a grasping monopoly. 
By freeing 
wool it cheapens clothes for everybody. 
Six hundred million pounds of wool are 
required to make our clothes in this 
country, and we do not raise half that 
quantity. 
More than $44,000,000 worth 
of woolen goods are imported annually 
at an average duty of 58 per cent. 
Free 
im port of wool would perm it the m anu­ 
facturers of these goods in this country 
so cheaply that the im port would cease. 
The dem and for labor would increase 
enormously, w ith consequent increase of 
wages and 
extension of 
trade with 
cheaper clothing and carpets.—[H arper’s 
Weekly.

W inchesters from the intrusion of set­ 
tlers. 
B ut at banquet in Austin, given 
visiting English capitalists, one ol the 
guests interested in the Texas capítol 
syndicate gave notice th a t these lands 
were to be colonized. Of course foreign 
tenant farm ers are to be imported. La­ 
borers imported and laborers under bond­ 
age as convicts or tenants comprise the 
classes which these leading protectionists 
employ, to the exclusion of honest free­ 
born Americans and naturalized citizens.

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


What Shall Be Done With 
the Trusts? 


BILLS FOR THEIR SUPPRESSION. 


A Republican Lie Branded in the 
House—The Seal Fisheries 
Justified.

W a s h in g t o n , August 14.—In the Sen­ 
ate Regan introduced a bill to define 
trusts and provide for the punishm ent 
of persons connected with them. 
In the course of a discussion in refer­ 
ence to the m atter, Sherman said he had 
given some attention to the subject in 
order to eee how far it was within the 
Constitutional, power of Congress to pro­ 
hibit trusts and combinations in restraint 
of trade. 
I t was very clear th at there 
was no such power in Congress to be de­ 
rived from its power to raise and collect 
taxes. 
It was a power which m ight be 
exercised by each State for itself. 
Simi­ 
lar laws had been enacted in England 
and other countries. 
As to w hether such 
laws could be engrafted by National au­ 
thority on the statute books of the U nit­ 
ed States, under its peculiar system of 
government, there was some doubt. 
Reagan said the bill was framed with 
a view of avoiding the constitutional diffi­ 
culty of assuming to legislate on a m atter 
o f State jurisdiction. There was also a 
difficulty in defining w hat a Trust was, 
and in providing appropriate penalties. 
After further discussion, the bill was 
referred to the Committee on Finance. 
Reagan also introduced a bill which 
was referred to the Committee on Com­ 
merce requiring the officers, or at least 
three-quarters of the crew- of every m er­ 
chant, w haling or fishing vessel, to be 
either native-born or naturalized citizens 
of the U nited States. 
The resolution offered some time since 
by Chandler, instructing the select Com­ 
mittee on Indian Traders to continue its 
investigations during recess, was reported 
back and agreed to. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
o f the Fisheries treaty and was addressed 
by Morgan. 
H aving quoted from Chandler’s speech 
some extracts reflecting on the Secretary 
of State, Morgan said the tongue of scan­ 
dal had been let loose in this debate in a 
way which m ight convince the world 
th at when the Senate sat with closed 
doors nothing but scorpions were applied 
to the backs of American citizens who 
had been nominated for office, or who 
had taken part in negotiating treaties. 
In his discussion of the question of free 
fish, Morgan said the New England Sen­ 
ators and owners of fishing vessels had 
thought they were putting up the sm art­ 
est sort of a job in trying to use the 
treaty-making power to issue a proclama­ 
tion of non-intercourse as a means of 
prohibiting the introduction of free fish. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of legislative business. 
Sherman 
introduced a bill to declare unlawful 
Trusts and combinations in restraint of 
trade and production, and had it referred 
to the Committee on Finance. After 
executive session the Senate adjourned.

Co. burned at Peoria, 111. Loss $200,000; 
insurance $140,000. 
The cottage of G. D. McCarthy, at 
Mount Tabor, N. Y., Methodist camp 
meeting grounds, was burned Tuesday 
morning. Two children and their mother 
were burned to death. 
The President has issued an order 
placing General Schofield in command of 
Army Headquarters 
at Washington. 
Schofield will also continue in command 
of the Division of the Atlantic. No 
other chadges have yet been made. 
The Paris evening papers concur in the 
opinion that the appointment of General 
Von Waldersee, to be Chief of the Gen­ 
eral Staff of the Army, to succeed General 
Von Moltke, is a triumph for the war 
party in Germany. 
A number of unemployed workmen 
entered the ship builders’ yards at Cal­ 
ais, Tuesday, for the purpose of inducing 
the workmen to strike. They carried a 
red flag and acted disorderly. Troops 
dispersed the rioters, making 'several ar­ 
rests. The workshops are being guard­ 
ed.

N ew Y o rk, August 14.—The Congres­ 
sional Committee to-dav resumed its in­ 
vestigation into the evils of immigration. 
A. Packard, manufacturer of ship stores, 
took the stand and gave evidence of his 
knowledge 
of 
aliens 
commanding 
American vessels. Witness had heard of 
many such cases, and it was common 
talk among shipping men of turning out 
American commanders to make way 
for foreigners. The reason of this wa’s 
that alienB worked cheaper than natives. 
Their salaries ranged from $40 to $75 a 
month. The natives whom they drove 
away received from $100 to $125 monthly. 
Witness went on to say that foreign crews 
were usually engaged by these alien 
captains. Two-thirds of the crews were 
foreigners, he said; principally English 
and Norwegian sailors. 
Captain Briggs, now engaged as a 
traveling agent for ship chandlers, knew 
of many cases where American vessels 
were bought by Britishers. 
Despite 
these changes the vessels always con­ 
tinued to fly the American flag. Th<s 
was so that their vessels could engage in 
coastwise trade. Foreign captains are 
driving Americans from the command of 
vessels. Witness himself had to give up 
bis ship because his wages were to be re­ 
duced from $125 to $80 a month. His 
place was taken by a Norwegian. 
Captain Grose was next examined and 
said he knew several instances where 
American captains had to give way to 
foreigners. The vessel he himself had 
left was the Garden Colby, and his for­ 
eign successor sent abroad for his 
brother, and changed the crew to men 
of his own nationality. 
James Ilehgney, an Irish immigrant, 
said he was induced to immigrate by 
stories told him by steamship agents in 
Ireland. 
Agent John Donnelly of the 
Anchor line met him while he waB at 
work driving a car, and told him he 
-could get from $10 to $14 a week in this 
country. His wages abroad ranged from 
12 shillings to 25 shillings a week. Steam­ 
ship agents in Ireland were constantly 
talking of the good wages that could be 
received here. 
Circulars were also dis­ 
tributed around, containing glowing ac­ 
counts of the money that could be earned 
in this country. 
Witness could neither 
read nor write. 
Since he came here he 
had not been able to get any work. 
Patrick Cavanaugh said "he arrived in 
this country a fortnight ago. “ You would 
think,’’ said the witness, “you could find 
gold dollars on the street from the way 
the agents talked. Agent Donnelly, of 
the Anchor line, told rae I could get 
work the moment I got to this country. I 
know hundreds, who come here; some of 
them sell their land to get here, and Don­ 
nelly is an auctioneer, too, and he sells 
their land for them and then sells them 
tickets to come here.
